It Ib to «hp Boene praaented by thR 
grotto at thf birthplace of the 
Infant Saviour that one's thoughls 
naturally turn cturing the ('hrUtmaB 
BMBon, particularly a« bo many rep- 
reaentationB have been Rrovlded for 
the devotion of the people. i;iiere 
are thn-p aolemnltlea k«Vt at Aetli 
letaem to celebrate ChrtotaiM' The 
(irat la that of the Uitlna (OaAfeolloa) 
on December SS; thirteen daya l*t«r 
eomea that of the Greek achlaiiiAUea, 
uMI on the Sutiday when the Cath 
olica keep the feaat of the Holy 
Name the Armenians have their 
feaat of Chrlstmaa. The difference 
of dates in the various rites la due to 
the rejection of the Oraforiaa 
reformatlaa of the caleadaar tar tha 
Oi^ka and to the ke«^*C of 
■pl9kany nthar than ObriatiMui day 
by tha ArmeniaBa. 

To the Oreeka and the lAtlns the 
chief ceremony Is the recaption of 
thair respective Patriarchs and the 
fnnctlons in wliich he subsequently 
takes part. Tliia reception is carried 
out ill the Basilica with exactly the 
same ritual; the same number of 
mounted men form the aacort of the 
LAtin Patriarch of Jenaalem aa the 
aehiamatie Patriarch; eadi deaeonds 
from tala carriage at tha aama apot, 
antera and leaves by the same door. 
TIm Oreaka are most careful that no 
ehanfo or novelty should be intro- 
dnoed, and they are prepared to re- 
sist any attempt at so doing. On the 
other hand, the Francisi'an fathers 
watch in the Basilica all night during 
the Oreek Christmaa, for the schis- 
matics are ever ready to claim new 
rights over the holy placea. For this 
raaaon tha yariona Conanl^ are a1- 
wiya la attendanoa at the oaremonies 
ot both ritaa, ao aa to be ready to 
decide any difference of opinion that 
may arlae, while a detachment of 
rroons from Jerusalem are near by, 
Virepared for any emerge-ry. The 
'uerest excuse serves for the claiming 
of rights. If a monk ot one right 
were allowed to awaep a eerteln 
pidce of ground belonging to the 
other rite that would be enough Tor 
htt aect or party to claim that por- 
tion. In thla connection it should 
be mentioned that for this very oc- 
caalon, and on the same day, the 
adherents of the two rites are obliged 
to clean that part of the Hasilica 
which belonga to them, and it is for 
that day alao that troop* eono from 
Jeruaalem. 

The liOtla or Catholic obaervance 
ot tShriitinM reaaalw the grant event 
at Bethlehem and la held in the hlgh- 
egt eatlmatlon by the people. This 
act of religion never loses Its fas- 
cination. The greut Hiinare before 
the Basilica Ih packid with p.(jple at 
an early hour There is not even 
standing room on the terraces or on 
the mlnareta, where as early as 8 
o'clock in the morning may be seen 
eeorea of photographera In roadlnoaa 
for the platuraa«na aoene. About 
11: SO the church bella are aet ring- 
ing and the first aignal of tha arrival 
of the cavalcade is given. All the 
buildings on the route Immediately 
put up their national flags and the 
feast of I'hriHtuiuB has tii'gun There 
ib a stir amuug the crowd as the 
horaemen force a paaaage through, 
while the trumpets announce that 
entrance moat be given tha cortege 
which is now aaen at the farther end 
of the aquare and attraeta everyone'a 
attention. Meanwhile tha elargy 
come forward in procession to meet 
the prelate. When the cross-bearer, 
mounted on a fine steed, comes in 
sight the band strikus up, the sol- 
diers present armtt and the firat car- 
riage, drawn by a pair of enperb 
horaes, cornea to a stand and a rleh> 
carpet la wtended for the remainder 
of the way. The Patrtaroh allghU 
and is received by the Nudia or 
Mayor, by the local uuthorltlea and 
the Superior of the Franciscan 
fathers. The guards keep the people 
in check by a stoul rope, while the 
I'utrlanli, ucronipunied by the clergy 
and the ortlcials, proceeda to the 
UasiUce. blaaalng the erowda aa he 
goea along. Tha view now eahlblted 
by tha aquare la atrlklag and 
unique. The horsemen are together 
on the right, erect and alari, with 
thair rifles In front. Tha other oar- 
rlagaa are kept at the entrance of 
the aquare, and the crowd, with its 
variations uf uatlouullty aud color, 
wave about like a field of eorn 
bowing before tbe wind. 

At the door of the Baallloa the 
Patriarch ateps and makes a brief 
adoration: th«« ho dascaade to the 
grotto, aad tko «1mm proceaaloa tal- 
lowa hUa into tha Church of 8t. 
Oathoftne. Seated on hia throne he 
la vested in the Pontifical robes. The 
Latins who have followed in tbe pro- 
ooaaiou have now tilled the Baelllcu 
and are Joining la th* aiaglag of the 
Maguiflcut. Aa aoon as tha first 
vtispers have commenced large num 
hers go to the Church, where the { 



their own prayera. . Beginning at I 
o'clock In the evening the bella are 
rang to announce the midnight 
Bervlcea, and for this a largp crowd 
again gathers, Including tireeks. 
Armenians, Syrians and Copts. Con- 
foBsions go on without censing, and 
Riill the pllgrima arrive. There are 
iiisiiopx and p ries t s from various 
lands, and CathoUcs and Protestants 
from the United States deeply In- 
terested In this seene ot religions 
faith. All alike are aelted with an 
unaccountable sensation of fervor 
which Ib difficult to describe, but 
which prnroedii from the sr.ind m.vs- 
teries with which one seems at that 
time and in that place to be sin- 
gularly In touch. At 10:30 the 
Patriarch again enters tbe church. 
Matlna are aung, followed by the 
PeMlfieal mass. la ths srotto itself 
there Is hardly staatfinc room, and 
many have remained there for hours 
occupying one position so aa to be 
sure of a place during the first mass, 
which begins at 11 4.'';. My recog- 
nized tradition, faithfully clung to, 
the place may not be decorated for 
this sscasion; the only variation is 
the Anging of the damasks which 
cover the walla or the vaulta which 
belong to tha Latins, while the 
Oreeka change theirs on their own 
Christmas day. There is a whisper 
of prayers everywhere, and the devo- 
tion which pervades the crowds, the 
sacredness of the spot, the vivid 
realisation of the event which It 
recalls comblni' to make one feel the 
ardor of the first Christians in the 
Cataoomba. All are te fdomtlon and 
contemplation, while many indeed 
are In teara. A mnst Is M«n at the 
altar of the Iiatlns. The prayers and 
devotions increase aa the conseera- 
tlon approaches, particularly aa the 
strains of music from the Pontifical 
ISB come floating; gi'iitly on the air, 
echoing tha angels' hymn, "Gloria in 
Bxcelsis Deo." The faith of the 
people almost aeems to get too great 
:i8 tliey press up to the altar at the 
communion time. All are Intent 
upon the Sacred Host, which la never 
again received with greater fervor, in 
all -yrebabUlty, Uaa nnder thoee 
soal-ettrrfng surrotradlngs. The 
maaaes aucceed one another con- 
tinually till 3 or 4 in tlic afternoon. 
There is a brief interval, however, aa 
the Bi8hc<p bears in prucesslon the 
image of the Infant ;)aviour. The 
soldleis keep the passsgee clear as 
the solemn procession advances, 
torch-beUers te front, the choir and 
clergy followMh> then the OUhop 
holding the tlghro aloft, and the 
notable persowgea of tha place com- 
pleting the retinue. Arrived at the 
Crotto the deacon takes the image 
and places It on the very spot where 
tradition says that the Blessed Virgin 
laiil liir Divine Child. Then the 
gospel of the day is sung. When the 
words are pronounced, parmlB e^lm 
involvit (she wrapped him ta 'Swad- 
dling clothaa), the figure is covered 
with clothes rsady at hand, and at 
the worda, recllnavit enm in 
praeseplo (she laid him in the man- 
ger), the deacon lays down the 
image in the place where Our Lord 
was adored by the Magi. There It Is 
incensed by the celebrant and left 
for the people to MMierate (not 
adore) till Epiphany, when it la car- 
ried away with the aame ceremony, 
but tbe rather Onardian of the Holy 
Land afllelataa on the latter 9mi.

As the Kentucky Irlah 
American atated recently, Beckham 
has no real strength in the Demo- 
crat ranks, and what Buccess he has 
achieved hereto has been through the 
political machinations of hIa man 
Friday, Percy Haly, who with hla 
political patronage in the past has 
been able to make a formidable 
showing for hla man and now ia en- 
deavoring to make a ahow of 
•trength with the sympathy plea, and 
thua far haa only been able with the 
Hsslalance of tbe Evening Post to 
'ool a few papers out in the State. 
The Post states that Beckhaui ought 
to carry this county by r>,iMio major- 
ity, when they know It to be an abso- 
lute fact that his strength bare Is

The general ineetiiiK of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society was held 
Sunday afternoon in the assembly 
room of tbe Knighte of Columbua on 
Fourth avenue, with aa attendance 
of nbont ISO men from tba various 
pariabea ot the city. Peatnres ot the 
meeting were the addraaaaa of the 
Rev. Father Oeorge Schuhmann. 
1). D., Rev. Bugene Donahue, the 
Spiritual Director, and Rev. Father 
Deppen, and the presentation of a 
handsome gavel to President John J. 
Oaftrey by the Sacred Heart church 
conference. The meeting waa called 
to order promptly at t:SO o'clock by 
President Catfroy aad the opening 
prayer was'offsesd by Rsv. Father 
Dea^ae, at tha OathedraL laterest- 
ing repwrts followed, showing- the 
number of famlllaa eared tor during 
the past three months along with 
members of same, visits made, situa- 
tions secured, which is the funda- 
mental work of the St Vincent de 
Paul Society. While this society 
works for the poor and alck In a 
quiet and affective manner and 
without making public ita great 
charity. It la only Jnat to state that 
during the past quarter 123 famllieB 
and 41 H persona were vlalted and as- 
sisted by the VIncentians. Secretary 
Thomas Ilohan read a number of in- 
teresting reports, which were sup- 
pit iiienieit by John Doyle, who made 
a strong appeal for tbe boys who 
have to leave aayluma and orphan 
homea whan they reach the age of 
tourtaen. Will Hanaon reported the 
work dona tor llie pber In tbe city 
Hospital. Alma Moose, sanitariums 
and other InstitaMoBa After other 
reports bad been received about fifty 
new members were enrolled by 
President . Caffrey, who in an In- 
structive addreas dwelt on the indul- 
gences granted to the society. Tbe 
Vlneeattans, hs said, are not adver- 
tislag their works, which were for 
Oed and his poor, Preteotaat and 
Catholto alihe. 

Rev. Father ■ehuhmann, of St. 
John's ohnreh, waa warmly greeted 
when introduced, and his address 
was pronounced one of the beat ever 
heard at a general meeting. They 
were, he aald, taet approaching tha 
saasen of Cbrlatmaa and tba coming 
of our DIvlas Lord, vhsa charHy 
should till tha haarta et sea, who 
ahould remember that the laat grand 
aet win ba tha general judgment, 
whan account will be taken of our 
care of the poor. After dwellliiK on 
the spiritual and temporal advan 
tages to be realized from allevialiiiK 
dhtresa aud poverty, he turned to 
the ciiidltloiis of poverty and who 
are the poor. Father Schuhmann 
declared that according to the laat 
canaaa there were 10,000,000 who 
were poorly fed, clothed and housed. 
Baying U waa beneficial tu couiu lu 
contact With the pour, that charity 
throws open tbe door of heaven and 
that poverty waa ao atalu, ha quoted 
Abrabea Lincoln, wte nald: 'Tlia 
Lord meat love the poor berauae hS 
made so many." Contrast teacbe*

gratitude, end if one holda himself 
aloof from them he becomes one- 
sided. Tbe poor without religion, 
however, may become a dangerous 
class and a great menace, but by do- 
ing good to their bodies and spir- 
itually the Vincentlana will remove 
what would beeomo a moastor «t de- 
straetton.
